Formal Opening of the New Bridge 
at Memphis. 


Bplendid Oration Delivered by Hon. 
Dan W. Voorhees. ‘ 


VAST SIGNIFICANCE OF THE NEW OUT- 
LET TO COMMERCE. 


The Cruiser Conoord Takes a Foremost 


Part—Thousands Line the River Banks 
and Swell the Chorus of Enthusiastic 
Shoute—One of the Finest Structures 
That Spans the Mississippi Dedicated 
~Proceedings Detailed. 


Memrpnis, Tenn., May 12.—At 12 o’clock to- 
Gay with impressive ceremonies the great 
steel bridge across the Mississippi River at 
this point was formally declared opened for 
traffic. All yesterday, last night and this 
morning railroad and steamboats have been 
emptying passengers into Memphis and the 
crowd of visitors which to-day thronged the 
city and congregated about the great bridge 
to witness the ceremonies is estimated at 
80,000. 
with stars and stripes and the Union Jack, 
from stem to stern, raised her anchor and 
steamed slowly down stream toward the 
bridge amid a tremendous din of whistles 
from the shipping levee. The river craft had 
been bandsomely decorated, excepting per 
hapsthe mammoth transfer boats, whose 
vocation will soon be known as a thing of the 
past. The weather was delightful. 

The ceremonies began with an imposing 
street pageant, which started from down 
town ati10 o'clock. A detachment oi mount- 
ed police cleared the way and the procession 
which followed was imposing. The visiting 
and city police acted as escort to the distin- 
guished guests of the day in carriages and led 
the way. Following these were the fire 
department of Memphis, with engines and 
carts gayly decoratedand 100 floats illustra- 
tive of the products and manufactures of the 
Mississippi Valley, and many other beactiful 
and striking features, the whole liberally in- 
terspersed with bands of music. The pro- 
cession was about two hours in passing and, 
after traversing the business portion of the 
city, proceeded to the bridge,arriving shortly 
before 2 o’ clock. 

Mr. George W. Morrison of Chicago, chief 
engineer of the great structure, began the 
ceremonies by motioning to an engineer 
seated within hisengine,and ina minutea 
procession of eighteen locomotives, amid 
cheering, started on the bridge as the su- 
preme test. 

The bridge, which was opened for trafic, 
was bullt by the Kansas City, Memphis & Birm- 
ingham Railroad, who will at once commence 
using it, the first regular train to cross over 
being the Kansas City fast express, arriving 
at 6 o’clock to-night. 

The bridge is located on the exact spot

Let the honors of history be paid to whom they be- 
long; let a giant statue of Thomas Jefferson stand at 
the west end of the bridge, his face to the setting 
sun; let him look out, as it were, upon the domain 
he secured for his countrymen. There will rise up 

fore him an abode for future generations more 
numerous than

the profoundest depths of adversity and 
to t assured and glowing pros- 
perity of the present hour. Aided by the hand of an 
overruling Providence, you have caused the calami- 
ties and curses of war to me the foremost biess- 
ings of peace. You have removed the rubbish left 
by the most destructive tornado that ever swept the 
earth, and on their old foundations you have rebuilt 
States, now more powerful, progressive and full of 
presen’ and future greatness than ever before. You 
ave risen superior to the most unjust and injuri- 
ous system of national iegisiation that ever 
cursed B people, not excepting English laws for Ire- 
land, and that system has totally perished, leaving 
only its memory, despised alike throughout the 
North as itis throughout the South. Itis nota new 
South, it is the old South moving in connection with 
the revolution that has taken place. The old biood 
and brain power of the South transmitted from gen- 
eration to generation are now aroused and working 
outthe problem of her destiny. The oid South is 
young again. She has revived her mighty youth 
and henceforth she will tower in her pride of place 
regardiess of the moping owls that may hawk at and 
seek to destroy her. 


The speaker then quoted statistics to show 
the growth of the South in population, in 
railways and property valuation: 


There is an increase of more than 300 per cent be- 
ond the best she has done, when at the zenith of 
er former prosperity. Sir, who shall say that your 
people are laggards in the race; that they slumber 
while the others are speeding on? Who shall say 
that they waste their time and dissipate their ener- 
gies in party strife, race corflicts or lawless pas- 
times? The worid Is looking on these closing years 
of the nineteenth centuryin the American ‘népud- 
lic, enemies of ree Government 
have loud predictions that one 
section of Union had been ruined by 
the other; that chronic aversion, strained relations 
and ill-disguised hostility between the United States 
and the people ofthe States would follow the close 
ofthe war, never to be superseded by mutual es- 
teem, affection and a common prosperity. These 
redictions have eiveety been proven false; and at 
he bar of history and before the bar of God, the 
South ean claim with truth that she has done and is 
still doing her part, nobly and faithfully, for that 
perfect reconeiliation and that full development of 
a united country which constitute the highest honor 
and value and glory of American citizen- 
While every pert of the American 
interested n the welfare of the 
Southern States, yet the most natural allies and 
friends are the inhabitants of the entire Mississippi 
Valley, without reference to the line where the 
South begiasand the North ends, or where the 
North begins and the South ends. Every single and 
separate interest this valley contains is tributary to 
ail ite other interests, and the line of transportation 
which has been thrown across the river at this 
oint, has its direct affinity with the most exhaust- 
ve railway systein now in existence. 
Like a vast net-work her lines of railway 
intersect each other, penetrate to the most 
distant homes of the people and halt at millions of 
stations to carry them and their a ete whither- 
soever their wishes or their interests may tend. 
Taking his seat in acar at Memphis, the traveler is 
now distant but four or five days from great cities 
which a little while ago were unknown, and whose 
sites in the wilderness he could only have reached 
after many months of hardship and danger. The 
triumphs of science which we celebrate this bright 
happy day have placed the people of the United 
States, and more especially of this vai- 
ley, not onl in calling distance but 
as next door neighbors. Let us gratefully accept 
our places in the grand brotherhood which embraces 
our homes, our united destiny and our united pros- 
pestty. The dazziing and tempting possibilities of 
he future we may not dwell on now. A vision of 
the next hundred years of American genius, energy, 
industry, courage and endurance and of the coming 
centuries still further on, if it was indulgedin, 
would overcome the mind, as if gazing into the 
stariit depths of space when ‘‘the heavens declare 

# flory of God and the firmament showeth his 
handiwork.’’ We may not know the future, either 
of time or of eternity, but dreams 
that sometimes come in our most wakeful 
hours wear the features of glorious though 
distant realities. Once the star of empire took its 
Western way: its orbit in that direction is now closed 
forever. Shallthis star, which signifies American 
progress and destiny, stand stillin the sky, and ex- 
pire like a transient exhalation? It seems not s0 to 
me. lIsee itin the events of these later days, andin 
the ewiftapproaching achievements of the future, 
hovering in all its splendor over the plains, the 
mountainsand the rivers of the Southand of the 
Southwest. The march of empire is here; the 
empire of Christian civilization, of agricultural 
wealth, of diversified labor, of human well-being, 
fopoee) happiness. The generation of the future will 
behold this march of empire towards the Isthmus of 
Darien, notin columns of copguest nor with sword 
in hand, but with knowledgé and science, winning 
its way and scattering the biessings of liberty, peace 
and justice as it waves on. Already, in fact, the 
American empire is far onits way inthat direction. 
The acquisition of the Republic of Texas was a stride 
towards Central America, the extent of which it is 
difficult to realize. That majestic commonwealth 
contains 265,780 square miles of territory. Who 
shall attempt to foretell the influence and the power 
ofsucha commonwealthas this?’ There are com- 
fortable homes within its vast boundaries for a popu- 
lation of more than 50,000,000, and whenthey are 
full, as some Gay they will be, Mexico and countries 
still further south will be benefited and biessed, and 
perhaps absorbed “1 the swarming millions who 
will go forth from this unparalleled hive of human- 
ity. in view of that supreme event so plginiyin the 
pathway of American destiny, we should new and for 
all time to come deal with our neighboring people 
and tueir Government along our Southern borders so 
fairly, kindly, liberally, that they may feel that each 
step which brings us closer together will be for their 
peace, happiness, elevation and progresa. Already 
the construction of an intefhational railway, no 
longer from the East to the West, but from North to 
the South, traversing the three Americas, is under 
discussion in practical minds, and is being pressed 
from time to time on the attention of the 
law-making powers of the different gov- 
ernments interested. If thle seems 
now a visionary dream, far more so seemed the 
talking cable gn the bottom of the ocean only one 
poo yr ago. North America, South America and 

‘entral America were designed by the unrepeatable 
laws oftheir creation to be helpful neighbors te 
each other, and the day is not far distant when a 
reciprocity will be established between them, genu- 
ine in all ite parts, fair to every industry, with no 
preteces monopolies behind it, no bogus metal in 
te composition, no party intrigue in its arrange- 
ments. Nor can we fail to hold thatthe vital point 
in the Western hemisphere for the commerce, the 
progress and the independence of the three 
Americas is the Isthmus, that mighty ligature 
waich has bound them together since the 
morning star first took its place in the 
sky. Nopowernot American can be permitted its 
control, norcan it much longer stand an unbroken 
barrier to the navigation of the two oceans. The in- 
tercourse of the American nations and peoples, the 
commerce ef the world, the enlightened spirit of the 
age in which we live, will not much longer submit 
to brave the tempests of Cape Horn or tocreep 
through the narrow and disinal Straits of Magelian 
in passing from one ocean tothe other, The waters 
ofthe Atlantic and the Pacific are too near each 
other to be kept apart in this sublime era of 
science, invention andenergy. Itistrue the grand 
old Frenchman, De Lesseps, failed at Panama, but 
it is also true it was right for him to fail. 
It is mot given in the providence of history 
to any European hand to do this work, and 
such an attempt will never again be made. It be- 
longs to the Americans, with their stalwart Saxon 
brother of the North at their head andin chief con- 
trol, to unite the two oceans and to annihilate the 
distances and the dangers which now interpose be- 
tween them. Those who behold the opening aay of 
the twentieth century willalso behoid the flag of 
the United States carried on ships of commerce 
across the isthmus, navigating the waters of the 
canal now under process of construction by the Niea- 
ragua route. Thisis nota question of foreign pol- 
icy: it is a question of American policy and, so far as 
diplomacy is concerned; itis a question to be settled 
by American councils alone. The Monroe doctrine 
which was simply the reassertion of the policy ot 
Jofterson against Kuropean influence in American 
affairs, is here involved, as it will stand the test of 
statesmanship and time. 

And now, Mr. President, we will soon leave these 
proud scenes of patriotic festivity and go our several 
ways, many of us to meet no more, but here will re- 
main for the wonder and admiration of future 
generations the glorious public work, springing frem 
private means and enterprise, which you have this 
day dedicated to American advancemeut towards 
manifest <n pany’ & The travelers of the world for 
forty centuries have gathered around the pyramids 
of Meypt and marveled at the useless, unmeaning 
tollwhich reared them; the antiquarian has gazed 
upon the sphinx amidst the sands of the desert and 
conjectured in vain astoits originand purpose but 
ho such doubts or uncertainties will ever haunt the 
Memphis bridge over the Mississippi river. Nor is 
the time far in the future when here on the left bank 
of the American river will stand the American city of 
Memphis, far greater than the Memphis of Egypt, as 
itonce stood on the left bank of the Nile. In the 
Memphis of the Mississippi no palaces for kings will 
be erect no temples for heathen gods nor altars 
for th worship; but here will accumulate the 
wealthand all the great agencies of civilization: here 
will continue to cOme the strong business men of a 
dominant governing race; here will arise a center of 
trade and here will concentrate the 
commerce of the  rallroads and of the 
rivers of a continent; here will continue the temples 
of a Christian = peonte for the worship of the livin 
God; here will nd great seats of learning 
science to refine, cultivate and ilinminate the minds 
of the generations coming on;and here ny

COLORADO SPRINGS,COlo.,May 12.—Thisjis a 
gala day for Colorado Springs and the occa- 
sion the most notable in the history of the 
city. Today the Childs-Drexel National 


it being also the sixty-third anniver- 
sary of the birth of Mr. Childs, one of 
the patrons ofthe home. The noted philan- 
thropistand party reached here yesterday 
afternoon and was handsomely received by 
the citizens, and to-day heis in receipt of 
many congratulations upon the events of the 
day. Besidesthe party of Mr. Childs, the 
city has as its guests over 600 members 
of the National Editorial Association, 
who are on their way to the 
National Convention at San Francisco.Among 
this party which arrived yesterday in three 
special trains over the Santa Fe road are W. 
8. Capheller, President of the National Asso- 
ciation, and many other well-known 
editors who are present in honor of 
the event. It is estimated that 
during the hour of the parade over 10,000 
people were upon the streets to witness the 
handsome display made by the military 
orders, civic societies and printers’ union. 
The homeis theonly institution of the kind 
in the world. 

At 10:30 this morning a special train arrived 
from Denver bearing Gov, Routte, his staff, 
the light artillery and 600 printers and their 
friends. Immediately upon the arrival of the 
train the grand procession was formed at the 
Rio Grande depot from where it marched 
through the principal streets and then to the 
Home, which is situated about a 
mile from the center of the 
town. The city was handsomely 
decorated. On arriving at the beautiful 
structure it was concluded, on account of the 
immense multitude gathered, to hold the 
ceremonies out of doors. After a brief prayer 
by the Rev. James B. Gregg, who invoked 
biessing of the Almighty upon the institu- 
tion, Hon. John L. Routte, Governor ofthe 
State was introduced and welcomed tbe visi- 
tors on -Dehalf of Colorado.

We 
are here to-day to do him honor, and I must speak 
“with special mace aaa this subject, as it was my 
privilege once to belong to the samecraft. The 
Printer is the man whose work is mostiy done inside 
massive walls and who denies himself the sunlight 
of heavenin orderthat he maycarry sunshine to 
those who are blessed with his faithful labors. It is 
thecase at which the printer works, and not of ne- 
cessity the printer himself, that isa hardcase. He 
is quiet, peaceful, genial, intellectual and usuaily 
agreeable, except when invited to enjoy a **printer’s 
pie.’’ The fact thatthereis alwaysa ‘*devil’’ ina 
printing office need not cast suspicion upon the 
puseey or integrity of those who are required to 
associate with him. 

The printer: yes we honor him. He has given us 
all we read in literature, in history, sacred and pro- 
fane; in biography, science, poetry, music and much 
inart. As we peruse our daily papers, itis weil for 
us to remember that orate letter over which the eye 
passes requires a physical and intellectural effort on 
the part of the compositor and the ciose scrutiny of 
the proof-reader, and much of this is done while we 
are quietly sieeping. And this routine is tollowed in 
the experience of many for a life-time. What men, 
more than io peg should be remembered when the 
eye grows dim or the currents of life flow sluggishly 
because of long —— for the public good? Are 
they poor? Itis the poverty of toil. The nearest 
approach to wealth that some of them will ever ex- 
perience is when they stana wpon the portico of this 
printers’ home and look out upon the gold flelds of 
kl] Paso County, The compositor’s case, however, 
is often the stepping-stone to true greatness. 

Benjamin Franklin, the philosopher and states- 
man, who wasthe first American to win European 
favor and who chained the lightning as it fell from 
the clouds, was a practical printer. orace Greeley, 
the great journalist, was alsoaprinter; Bishop Mc- 
Laren, by whose presence we are honored to-day, 
followed the same occupation in early years, and the 
distinguished Senator of the United States from New 
Hampshire, who isthe oratorof this occasion, was 
likewise S peers in hearty sympathy with this 
Class we find that prominent journalist, whose name 
we bonor, emeng She philanthropists of the nine- 
teenth century, Hon George W. Childs.

United States Senator J. H. Gallingher of 
New Hampshire, who was greeted with pro- 
longed applause, was presented to deliver 
the oration of the day.

Senator Gallinger spoke as follows: 


The progress of the world is marked by epochs, 
not by days; by events, not by prophecies; by fulfill- 
ments, not by promises. 

We live in an age of tremendous purposes and 
startling realities.

Without a 
doubt many of the mysteries of the present will soon 
be revealed, and nature will yield man a knowledge 
of things which now are hidden from human eye and 
human understanding. It is reasonably certain that

His triais, his disappoint- 
ments and his sufferings have been the common her- 
itage of great inventors; but there was denied to 
Guttenberg whatis often vouchsafed to others, the 
privilege of beholding the fullness of his creation, 
and to dgaeam of the giory wreathed about his name 
by succeeding generations.

CHARGES OF A NIHILIST CONSPIRACY 
WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 


London Press Commenton the Proposed 
Silver Conference—Patrick Grenville 
Nugent Sentenced to Six Months for 
the Railway Assault—War of Extermi- 
nation Against Indians in Mexico. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 12.—Gen. Gresser, 
Prefect of Police, is dead from the 
effects of an injection of the’ quack 
medicine called ‘‘vitaline,’’ ‘which pro- 
duced a sudden and violent attack of blood 
poisoning. The stories that have been circu- 
lated to the effect that Gen. Gresser was the 
victim of a Nibilist conspiracy and all the 
sensational developments of the case are 
without a single word of truth. He was the 
victim of quackery, and Gatchkowsky, the 
inventor of ‘‘vitaline,’’ finds himself in 


trouble, 

It has transpired that Gen, Gresser, is not 
the only victim of the quack medicine. Gen. 
Barenoff daied last Sunday, and now it is 
stated that his death followed shortly after 
an injection of ‘‘vitaline.’’ It issaid that the 
medicine consists of glycerine and borax, 
but itis not believed that the substances 
would cause such rapid and fatal results as 
marked the case of Gen, Gresser. 

THE NIHILISTS’ STORY. 

Paris, May 12.—While it may be true, as 
announced in a telegram from St. Petersburg 
to-day, that Gen. Gresser’s death is not due 
to the machinations of the Nihilists,. it is 
nevertheless a fact that the Czar’s enemies 
in France are exceedingly rejoiced at his 
taking off. The Nihilists have long been 
greatly irritated at Gresser for his severities, 
especially toward prisoners who are held 
merely under suspicion. It is charged that 
Gresser recently subjected the Nihilist Togar- 
neiff to severe punishment, including priva- 
tion of food for forty-eight hours and the ap- 
plication of shocks from an electric battery, 
to compel him to confess a conspiracy in 
which he was supposed to be concerned. It 
was Gresser who was largely instrumental in 
devising the present system of strict solitude 
in the St. Petersburg prisons. . 

Gresser is accused by the Nihilists of having 
inflicted untold horrors uponthe wretched 
victims of Russian tyranny while ina solli- 
tude from which there was no escape, and it 
is said that many of them have come out 
crippled for life. Another charge against the 
police is that female Nihilists, someof them 
delicate and well-trained young women of 
good family, have been subjected to assaults 
from the police and othersto whom the po- 
lice compelled them to submit. 

Nihilists in Paris say that Gresser was 
warned that he had been marked for death, 


BI-METALISM. 


HOW THE ENGLISH PRESS VIEWS 
POSED CONFERENCE. 


Lonpon, May 12.—Ths Daily News, referring 
to the annoanpcement made yesterday by Mr. 
Goshen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, that 
Great Britain would accept the invitation of 
the United Statesto participate ina silver 
conference says: Mr. Goshen has waiked into 
the American parlor, and thus committed 
himself to the opinion that bi-metalism is an 
open question. Ob, for one hour of sturdy 
Mr. Sraith (late first lord of the treasury),who 
declared his belief that the double standard 
plan was fallacious, and thatan attempt to 
carry it out would be disastrous. 

The Standard says: Noharmcan come from 
an international bi-metallic conference, but 
prudence must be shown in the choice of 
delegates. They should have no fixed 
theory, but should be trusted to look dispas- 
sionately at the facts. Wewmust confess that 
we have little hope that direct good will 
come from any conference having the object 
or giving a fictitious exchange value to any 
commodity under thesun. Itis as important 
to prevent harm as to do good and incalcula- 
ble injury might be done the country’s credit 
ifthe notion was indiscreetly encouraged, 
that the Government was disp osed to tamper 
with contracts to suit particular sections of 
the empire or special countries at the ex- 
pense of others. 

The 7Vimes says: Weregret the course the 
Government has taken. It appears to be 
playing into the hands of the politicians in 
power in Washington. If it were possible by 
the protocols ofa conference to establisha 
permanent parity between gold and silver 
the object would be worth effort and sacri- 
fice, but it is as impracticable as it is forja pint 
pot to holda quart. The effect of the con- 
ference will only be to keep the silver market 
and the whole question of the currency in an 
unsettled state for along timeto come. Is 
anything likely to be done by international 
agreement which will give a greater 
stimulus to the rehabilitation of 
silver than the Bland bill? 
Is it likely even if the Government advised 
the Bank of England to holda portion of its 
reserve in silver thatthe European powers 
would be tempted to embark ina policy of 
bolstering up silver? Or that the Bank of 
England would consent thus to reduce its al- 
ready too small gold reserve or that such a 
step would produce an effect which the 
Bland act failed to produce? We cannot now 
avoid being made to serve the turn of politi- 
cal wire-pullers and stock speculators by the 
acceptance of President Harrison’s invita- 
tion, but we can at least be careful not to go 
beyond the manifest narrowly defined boun- 
daries of safety. 


PLEADED GUILTY. 


RAILWAY ASSAULT CASE 
CLUDED. 


Lonpown, May 12.—Quite a sensation was 
caused this morning when it became known 
that the Hon. Pat Grenville-Nugent, a 
brother of Lord Grenville, who was indictea 
for having assaulted Miss Marion 8S. Price in 
acompartment of a railway carriage, had 
pleaded guilty in the Courtof the London 
Sessions of common assault. The accused 
had repeatedly insisted that thecase was 
one of attempted biackmail, and his plea 
when he was arraigned was a great surprise 
to his friends. 4 

The prisoner was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment at hard labor. 

The Hon. Pat Grenville-Nugent, who is 40 
years old, resides at No. % Eaton Terrace, 
Eatonshire. Heis Deputy Lieutenant and a 
magistrate of County Westmeath, Ireland,and 
held a high social position. The assault was 
committeed on a train on the London, Brigb- 
ton & South Coast Railway,on the night of 
April 18. The prisoner pleaded in extenuation 
of his offense that he was drunk at the time. 
He acknowledged that he had I 
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cent assault, and then sentenced him, as 
above stated, to six months’ imprisonment 
at hard labor on his plea of guilty of common 
assault. The prisoner, who was most care- 
fully dressed, received the sentence calmly. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


MOVEMENT TO ABOLISH THE FRENCH LAN- 
GUAGE DEFEATED-NOTES. 


OTTAWA, Ont., May 12.—In the House of 
Commons last night Mr. Dalton McCharthy’s 
acttoabolish the French language and the 
Roman Catholic separate schools in the 
Northwest was defeated on second reading 
by 83 yeas to 182 nays. Several members of 
the Government voted against the measure. 
Mr. George Taylor’s motion to prevent the 
importation of alien labor was defeated with- 
out division. 

The suspension of the People’s Lottery, one 
ofthe unlicensed concerns doing business in 
Montreal, is announced. For the past ten 
days anaction had been takenout against 
this concern by representatives of the Pro- 
vincial Government with the result that it 
was forced to discontinue business. Thou. 
sands of tickets have been sold for which 
there will be no drawing. It is announced 
that the money paid for these will be re- 
funded to the purchasers. 

The British Behring Sea patrol leaves Vic- 
toria, British ColumUia, about Junel, with 
orders to seize all vessels found sealing, 
whether they have been notified or not. The 
patrol consists of the Melpomene, Nymph 
and Daphne. 


MEXICAN MATTERS. 


A WAR OF EXTERMINATION DECLARED AGAINST 
YAQUI INDIANS, 


HERMOSILLO, Mexico, May 12.—Orders have 
been issued by the Governor of the State for- 
bidding all ranchers, mine owners, etc., to 
hire Yaqui Indians and to pursue with armed 
men all such Indians not known to to be 
peaceable. Military orders have been issued 
making the sale of ammunition without the 
Governor’s written permissiona capital of- 
fense. Thisisaresult of the last Yaqui out- 
break, in which the Commander of Third 
zone of the Mexican army was Killed, and 
means a war of extermination, 

It is rumored that arrangements are being 
perfected between the Inter-Oceanic and 
Mexican Railways for the poolings of the 
earnings of those companies. New suits have 
been instituted against the Monterey & 
Guid Gulf Railroad Co. by local credi- 
tors who have become dissatisfied with the 
condition of the company’s affairs. An 
English syndicate has securedan option on 
several of the largest manufgcturies in the 
State of Vera Cruz.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


COMPLAINTS OF AN AFRICAN EXPLORER—BRIEF 
CABLEGRAMS. 


BERLIN, May 12.—Herr Knause, the African 
traveler, has written to the Kreuz Zeitung as 
follows: ‘‘The German authorities in Togo- 
land recently requested Chief Salaga to drive 
me away and prevent my trading. It is 
equivalent to a license to murder me and is 
due to my having asserted that slave: trade 
existed in Togoland. Hitherto I have 
traveled unarmed. I have confidence that if 
mys the world will know the reason 
of it. ’ 


DYNAMITE IN VENEZUELA. 

CARACAS, Venezuela, May 12.—A dynamite 
bomb was exploded Tuesday evening along- 
side the residence of Minister of Finance 
Mattos, which badly wrecked the building 
but injured noone. Thisis the third dyna- 
mite outrage in the city since the revolution 
proke out and it has struck terror to the 
hearts of Palacio’s supporters and the citi- 
zen’s generally. The terror was increased 
yesterday by the discovery in a house near 
where the latest explosion occurred of a 
dozen bombs, six flasks of vitriolanda large 
number ofrifies. Noarrests were made. 

A report reached Caracas yesterday that 
the young son ofGen. Crespo, who was re. 
cently captured by Government troops, had 
escaped from his captors while en route to 
the capital. Palacio is said to be greatly an- 
gered over the escape, as he had hoped to 
hold him as a valuable hostage. 


PROPOSED IRISH CONVENTION, 

DUBLIN, May 12.—United Jreland inits Is- 
sue to-day advocates that advantage be 
taken ofthe Chicago Columbian Exposition 
to establisha convention of representative 
Irish-Americansin America in 1893 for the 
purpose of deciding upon some plan for real- 
izing the aspirations of Irishmen. The paper 
adds: *‘The advice of Such men, who under a 
free constitution have learned the art of gov- 
ernment would be uaulable to our National 
Council,’’

Eastern Leather Dealers Desire a Shut 
Down of Sixty Days. 


A move has been inaugurated by the East- 
ern tanners and shoe manufacturers that 
may have a decided effect on the boot and 
shoe business of St. Louis. A meeting of 
leather dealers was held in Balti- 
more at which the _ situation of the 


leather trade in its various branches was dlis- 
cussed. The sense of the meeting was that 
there was an over production of leather 
goods, especially in the lines of boots aad 
shoes, and that it would be the 
best policy for all. concerned 
roduction could be reduced. .So many 
actories have increased their output 
that the stocks on hand now considerably 
exceed the demand, retailers are carrying 
heavy stocks, and are not inclined to give the 
orders that have beencounted upon. How 
this condition of affairs is to 
be met is the question that the leather 
dealers have to solve at the 
meeting. It was accommended that a general 
suspension of work for sixty days could alone 
meet the requirements. Many Boston houses 
were ready to agree to this, but some 
of the Western houses took a 
different view of the situation. 
They considered such action untimely, 
if necessary atanytime. The symmer goods 
market, it was argued, was not overdone, 
whatever might be said of standard grades, 
and if asuspension of work was necessary 
it was urged that it should come later. What 
will be done remains to be seen. The 8t. 
Louis houses are.in better condition than 
those of the Atlantic seaboard, on account 
of > great increase of the Southwestern 
trade.

THE CONVENTION’S WORK. 


The Democratic committeemen who 
draw large salaries as railroad attorneys 
for running the Legislature and the domi- 
nant party of Missouri have made a good 
showing of results for the amount ex- 
pended by their roads in securing control- 
lable delegations and transporting them 
on free passes and special cars to Sedalia. 
No job-lot majority in a convention was 
ever more skillfully, easily and success- 
fully prepared and handled by railroad 
attorneys or with less effort at conceal- 
ment of the hands that worked the ma- 
chine. 

They made a platform to satisfy entirely 
the Cleveland sentiment, the silver coinage 
sentiment, .the tariff sentiment and the 
anti-force bill sentiment of Missouri—all 
the sentiments that the railroads care 
nothing about—but with nota word in it 
against trusts or traffic monopoly combina- 
tions, and not a word about the Pacific 
railroad settlement, which during the 
nextfour years promises to be the con- 
summation of another stupendousjrobbery 
of the masses by the railroad magnates and 
their political tools. 

The alleged faction fight in the St. Louis 
delegation turned out to be no fight at all, 
but only alittle friendly contention be- 
tween two sections of the allied corpora- 
tion interests as to which should ride in 
front and which behind on the old Demo- 
cratic party hack. They never dreamed of 
antagonizing each other seriously. The 
Merchants’ Bridge and street railway in- 
terests represented by Committeeman 
MAFFITT would have worked harmoniously 
from the beginning with the railroad 
interests represented by Committee- 
men PHELPS and CARROLL, but for 
the fear that the obligation of the 
latter to placate two party organ-grind- 
ers at once with positions as delegates- 
at-large might shut out MAarrFriTT.

Protected Millionaires. 
From the New York WorLD. 

The Tribune began on Sunday its descriptive 
list of millionaires in the country, purporting 
to show in what line of business or profes- 
sional activity the great fortunes of the coun - 
try have been made. The purpose of the in- 
quiry and publication is to prove thata ma- 
jority of these fortufmies were not accumulated 
in the protected industries. 

Nobody, so faras we know, has ever made 
suchacharge. Considering that, according 
to the official estimates of three eminent 
statistical experts in. 1886, only about5 per 
cent of the population of the United States 
engaged in gainful occupations is subject to 
foreign competition, itis not to be expected 
that a majority of the large fortunes should 
have been gained in industries protected 
against such competition by tariff duties. 
But the Tribune’s reports from twelve 
States, taken alphabetically. give 166 million- 
aires—many ofthem, of course, multi-mil- 
lionaires—who confessedly gained their for- 
tunes in protected industries. it is nothing 
tothe point that there are more than this 
number—only 550 millionaires, however, for 
the unprotected 95 per cent of working popu- 
lation to 166 for the protected 6 per cent—who 
made their fortunes without the aid of tariff 
bounties, 

The beneficiaries of the tariff are the only 
men who have grown rich from the opportu- 
nity and power given them by the law to tax 
their fellow-citizens. 

And this fact of iteelf furnishes sufficient 
condemnation of the system which the Re- 
publican party upholds. 

Onehundred and sixty-six millionaires in 
twelve States—chiefly among the smaliest 
and poorest—have beaped upriches through 
the license obtained by campaign contribu- 
tions to charge more fortheir products than 
they could charge without a duty. - 

This is the essence and this theeffect of high 
protection. It enriches the fewat the ex- 
pense of the many.

Tariff and Wages. 


Tothe Fditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

All sorts of tariffs have been tried inthis 
country and we know what have been their 
results. The tariffof 1789 was for revenue. 


The first tarifffor protective purposes was im- 
posed in 1816,and this tariff was carried by the 
votes of John C. Calhoun andftwo other mem- 
bers of South Carolina whom he influenced. 

Without the vote and influence of Calhoun 
the protective system would not have been 
fastened uponus. Calhoun, however, after- 
wards bitterly repented of what he had done, 

The tariff of 1816 enabled the protected in- 
dustries to grow fat and they waxed impu- 
dent from what they fed on, and Calhoun re- 
fused to give them a higher tariff in 182. In 
1824 the infant industries passed a higher 
tarif?tax by a very small majority over the 
votes of both Calhoun and Webster. 

Webster was then a free trader and Massa- 
chusetts was for free trade, ll but one or 
two of that State’s Congressmen voted 
against the tariff of 1824. 

The camel’s nose being once inside the tent 
the whole body of the beast eventually fol- 
lowed, and those who had their profits 
raised by protection were dissatisfied until 
they gota higher tariff in 18268, the highest 
ever Known till then. Were wages high in 
those days? 

Henry Wilson, one of the Vice-Presidents 
of the United States, claims thatin 1831-82 he 
worked from daylight until after dark at the 
hardest kind of work for $6 per month. 

That the highest wages paid on farms, even 
in harvest time, were from Ww to 60 centsa 
day, om gry in store goods, notin money, 
and that the best wages paid to women for 
housework and weaving were $3 a month. 
During these years the duty on pig-iron was 
$12 per ton. 

A Protectionist Congressional Committee in 
the winter of 1841-42 asked iron manufact- 
urers who desired to have the $12 aton duty 
renewed, what wages they had been pay ing, 
and they answered, ‘‘About 75 cents a day. 
The manufacturers also stated that nochange 
had been made in the rate of wages since 
1828, 

Thirteen years of high protection and the 
wages not raised one cent! 

Just think of it! 

If for thirteen years we should encoura 
our fin barons to employ imported Wels 
men, dipping imported plates into imported 
Welsh biack tin, would our ecclesiastical 
baron raise the wages of his workmen?

The Select Knights, in Rich Plumage, 
Make a Fine Appearance—Make-Up of 
the Different Divisions—Decorations 
Along the Route ofthe Parade—At the 
Fair Grounds—The Naval Battle. 


Promptly at 10 o’clock the gun announcing 
the start of the grand procession of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen was fired, 
and Grand Marshal Stephen Dellacella with 
his 200 mounted aids left Twelfth street and 
led the march west on Franklin avenue. Forty 
bands of musicians at the head of divisions 
and lodges in every bloek on Twelfth street 
from Franklin aventie to Market street 
struck up, and the waiting thousands saw 
the colamns form. 

FORMATION OF THE PARADE, 

As early as 8:30 o’clock some lodges, anx- 
1 ous to lead the division to which they were 
assigned, reported at Twelfth street, and as 
the Grand Marshal’s orders were that first 
on the ground had the choice of position 
they were rewarded by heading their 
divi sion. The first division formed 
on Twelfth street between Washington and 
Franklin avenues. It was made up mostly of 
mounted officers in gay costumes riding the 
handsomest horsesto be found in thecity 
and the rich trappings and flying banners 
made a very imposing display.

Paragon Lodge, one of the largest lodges in 
the A. O. U. W., and in whose meeting rooms 
the idea of an anniversary originated, was 
given the place of honor behind the Grand 
Marshal as a reward for the brilliant thought. 
There are about one hundred men in the Par- 
agons’ ranks andthey created a furore all 
along the Nne by their remarkable appear- 
ance. All wore fuil dress suits, silk hats, 
white ties, rosettes and canes tied with rib- 
bons, It was the most striking and original 
costume in the parade. Following Paragon 
was Chief of Staff Walter McIntire 
seman a the distinguished visitors’and lead- 

pb mounted representatives of the sev- 

fiVe lodges. Dr. 8S. C. Garlock ‘came 
next with hisailds, followed by the United 
States Army and State Militia officers who 
are to act as judges in the 
prize adrilis of to-day and to-morrow. 
The well-drilled, white-costumed Sedalia 
Flambeau Club, followed by the Busch Zou- 
aves, closed the Marshal’s division. Prof. 
Duggan, who furnished all the music for the 
parade, had a double band of forty pleces 
and was in the fore part of this division.

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THE CONVENTION’S WORK. 


The Democratic committeemen who 
draw large salaries as railroad attorneys 
for running the Legislature and the domi- 
nant party of Missouri have made a good 
showing of results for the amount ex- 
pended by their roads in securing control- 
lable delegations and transporting them 
on free passes and special cars to Sedalia. 
No job-lot majority in a convention was 
ever more skillfully, easily and success-

They made a platform to satisfy entirely 
the Cleveland sentiment, the silver coinage 
sentiment, .the tariff sentiment and the 
anti-force bill sentiment of Missouri—all 
the sentiments that the railroads care 
nothing about—but with nota word in it 
against trusts or traffic monopoly combina- 
tions, and not a word about the Pacific 
railroad settlement, which during the 
nextfour years promises to be the con- 
summation of another stupendousjrobbery 
of the masses by the railroad magnates and 
their political tools. 

The alleged faction fight in the St. Louis 
delegation turned out to be no fight at all, 
but only alittle friendly contention be- 
tween two sections of the allied corpora- 
tion interests as to which should ride in 
front and which behind on the old Demo- 
cratic party hack. They never dreamed of 
antagonizing each other seriously. The 
Merchants’ Bridge and street railway in- 
terests represented by Committeeman 
MAFFITT would have worked harmoniously 
from the beginning with the railroad 
interests represented by Committee- 
men PHELPS and CARROLL, but for 
the fear that the obligation of the 
latter to placate two party organ-grind- 
ers at once with positions as delegates- 
at-large might shut out MarrFriTT. The

tween the St. Louis organ and the railroad 
lobby at Jefferson City.

Protected Millionaires. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The Tribune began on Sunday its descriptive 
list of millionaires in the country, purporting 
to show in what line of business or profes- 
sional activity the great fortunes of the coun- 
try have been made. The purpose of the in- 
quiry and publication is to prove thata ma- 
jority of these fortunes were not accumulated 
in the protected industries. 

Nobody, so faras we know, has ever made 
suchacharge. Oonsidering that, according 
to the official estimates of three eminent 
statistical experts in. 1886, only about5 per 
cent of the population of the United States 
engaged in gainful occupations is subject to 
foreign competition, itis not to be expected 
that a majority of the large fortunes should 
have been gained in industries protected 
against such competition by tariff duties. 

But the Tribune’s reports from twelve 
States, taken alphabetically, give 166 million- 
aires—many ofthem, of course, mult! mil- 
lionaires—who confessedly gained their for- 
tunes in protected industries. it is nothing 
tothe point that there are more than this 
number—only 550 millionaires, however, for 
the unprotected 95 per cent of working popu- 
lation to 166 for the protected 6 per cent—who 
made their fortunes without the aid of tariff 
bounties, 

The beneficiaries of the tariff are the only 
men who have grown rich from the opportu- 
nity and power given them by the law to tax 
their fellow-citizens. 

And this fact of iteelf furnishes sufficient 
condemnation of the system which the Re- 
publican party upholds. 

Onehundred and sixty-six millionaires in 
twelve States—chiefly among the smaliest 
and poorest—have heaped upriches through 
the license obtained by campaign contribu- 
tions to charge more fortheir products than 
they could charge without a duty. - 

This is the essence and this the effect of high 
protection. It enriches the fewat the ex- 
pense of the many.

Tariff and Wages. 


Tothe Fditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

All sorts of tariffs have been tried in this 
country and we know what have been their 
results. The tariffof 1789 was for revenue. 


The first tarifffor protective purposes was im- 
posed in 1816,and this tariff was carried by the 
votes of John C, Calhoun andftwo other mem- 
bers of South Carolina whom he influenced. 

Without the vote and influence of Calhoun 
the protective system would not have been 
fastened uponus. Calhoun, however, after- 
wards bitterly repented of what he had done, 

The tariff of 1816 enabled the protected in- 
dustries to grow fat and they waxed impu- 
dent from what they fed on, and Calhoun re- 
fused to give them a higher tariff inis2. In 
1824 the infant industries passed a higher 
tariff_tax by a very small majority over the 
votes of both Calhoun and Webster. 

Webster was then a free trader and Massa- 
chusetts was for free trade, ll but one or 
two of that State’s Congressmen voted 
against the tariff of 1824. 

The camel’s nose being once inside the tent 
the whole body of the beast entually fol- 
lowed, and those who ha their profits 
raised by protection were dissatisfied until 
they gota higher tariff in 1828, the highest 
ever known till then. Were wages high in 
those days? 

Henry Wilson, one of the Vice-Presidents 
of the United States, claims thatin 1831-82 he 
worked from daylight until after dark at the 
hardest kind of work for $6 per month. 

That the highest wages paid on farms, even 
in harvest time, were from WW to 60centsa 
day, Cn gory in store goods, notin money, 
and that the best wages paid to women for 
housework and weaving were $3 a month. 
During these years the duty on pig-iron was 
$J2 per ton. 

A Protectiontst Congressional Committee in 
the winter of 1841-42 asked iron manufact- 
urers who desired to have the $12 aton duty 
renewed, what wages they had been paying 
and they answered, ‘‘About 75 cents a day.’ 
The manufacturers also stated that nochange 
had been made in the rate of wages since 
1828. 

Thirteen years of high protection and the 
wages not raised one cent! 

Just think of it! 

If for thirteen years we should encoura 
our fin barons to employ imported Welsh- 
men, dipping imported plates into imported 
Welsh biack tin, would our ecclesiastical 
baron raise the wages of his workmen?

THE MARCHING HOSTS GREETED BY 
GREAT CROWDS. 


—— 


The Select Knights, in Rich Plumage, 
Make a Fine Appearance—Make-Up of 
the Different Divisions—Decorations 
Along the Route ofthe Parade—At the 
Fair Grounds—The Naval Battle, 


Promptly at 10 o’clock the gun announcing 
the start of the grand procession of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen was fired, 
and Grand Marshal Stephen Dellacella with 
his 200 mounted aids left Twelfth street and 
led the march west on Franklin avenué. Forty 
bands of musicians at the head of divisions 
and lodges in every bloek on Twelfth street 
from Franklin avenue to Market street 
struck up, and the waiting thousands saw 
the colamns form. 

FORMATION OF THE PARADE, 

As early as 8:30 o’clock some lodges, anx- 
1 ous to lead the division to which they were 
assigned, reported at Twelfth street, and as 
the Grand Marshal’s orders were that first 
on the ground had the choice of position 
they were rewarded by heading their 
divi sion. The first division formed 
on Twelfth street between Washington and 
Franklin avenues. It was made up mostly of 
mounted officers in gay costumes riding the 
handsomest horsesto be found in thecity 
and the rich trappings and flying banners 
made a very imposing display. The first di- 
vision was led by Capt. W. O. Keeble and a 
Gouble rank of mounted police. The United 
States flag escorted by a syuad of Sons of 
Workmen and several United States soldiers 
followed by a standard bearer carry- 
ing the banner of the A. O. UW W. 
with a guard of honor of mounted men came 


Father Upchurch, Founder of the A. 0. U. W. 
next in lineand then Grand Marshal Della- 
cella, followed by his host of mounted aids in 
red, white and bDiue sashes. 

Paragon Lodge, one of the largest lodges in 
the A. O. U. W., and in whose meeting rooms 
the idea of an anniversary originated, was 
given the place of honor behind the Grand 
Marshal as a reward for the brilliant thought. 
There are about one hundred men in the Par- 
agons’ ranks and they created a furore all 
along the Nne their remarkable appear- 
ance. All w full dress suits, silk hats, 
white ties, rosettes and canes ti with rib- 
bons. it was the most striking and original 
costume in the parade. Following Paragon 
was Chief of Staff Walter MclIntire 
escorting the distinguished visitors’and lead- 
— the mounted representatives of the sev- 
enty-five lodges. Dr. 8S. C. Garlock "came 
next with hisaids, followed by the United 
States Army and State Militia officers who 
are to act as judges in the 
prize drills of to-day and to-morrow. 
The well-drilled, white-costumed Sedalia 
Flambeau Club, followed by the Busch Zou- 
aves, closed the Marshal’s division. Prof. 
Duggan, who furnished all the music for the 
parade, had a double band of forty pieces 
and was in the fore part of this division. 

, THE FIRST DIVISION. 

The first division was led mj Judge P.O’Con- 
nell and Special Aid Michael Glynn. It was 
com posed of the following lodges: S8&t.

as at the present moment, saysthe London Times of 
the 29th ult. Thisis mot only the case in this coun- 
try but also in France, and is matter forthe heartiest 
congratulation, sveing that the effects of sucha 
thorough c leaning of the lands will be beneficial for 
many years. On thecrops the season has not been 
so favorable. The frosts and drouth, which have 
been so beneficial forthe land, have retarded the 
sowings and checked the growth. so that at the pres- 
ent moment everything is backward and the areaof 
wheat smaller than it was even last year, 


Prime’s report, May 11: Cold, clouay, wet 
weather continues, A Nebraska correspondent, 
under date of Monday, says it has been raining con- 
tinually for 33% hours. Genera! condition as com- 

ared with 3891, 25 = cent off. Almost nothing 
done toward corn pianting.

A RIFLE ADOPTED. 


Caliber Reduced and Smokeless Powder 
to Be Used. 


NEw YORK, May 12.—The Magazine Board 
of the Ordnance Department, U. 8. A., 
which has been carrying ona long series of 
tests ofthe military rifies used by foreign 
armies to determine ona substitute for the 
Springfield rifie, which is now in use, finished 
its meetings in this city yesterday. The 
board has tried since its formation the 
arms used by Germany, Belgium, Austria, 
Denmark, Switzerland, Portugal and even 


Japan. The gun experimentally adopted by 
England and the new guns soon to be intro- 
duced into the Russian army have also been 
tried. The American gun to be adopted for the 
army will be of 30-calibre, to carry a bullet of 
230 grains,which tis to be propelled by twenty- 
three grains of smokeless powder. The pres- 
ent Springfield arm carriesa 45-calibre cart- 
ridge of seventy grains of black powder, and 
a 100-grain bullet, The difference in weight 
will enable men to carry much more ammuni- 
tion and the smokeless powder being much 
more efiective than the other, will produce 
more deadly results and still leave the gun 
barrel untarnished. A remarkable fact about 
the smokeless powder is that instead of mak- 
ing the guns smell vilely, as the other pow- 
der does, it leaves an odor like that of fresh 
pineapples after firing. 

The final tests of the board will take place 
next week at the Springfield armory, where 
some American guns will be tested. Among 
them will be one designed bya native of 
California, 8. M. Nurst; two made by the Lee 
Arms Co., one invented by T. M. Wilson of 
Springfield, Mass., and another invented by 
Capt. W. H. Russell, U. 8. A. Alphonse 
Mauser, a nephew of the inventor of the 
‘*Mauser-Gew ehr,’’ which played so im- 

rtant a part in the Franco-German war, 
will probably also submita gun.

of telegrams and offers. 

The agent of Fitzsimmons, Mr. Carroll, is 
supposed to be responsible for the facts em 
bodied ina telegram from New York to-day 
which explains itself. It reads: 

New York, May 12.—It was learned last 
night that Bob Fitzsimmons may not meet 
Ted Pritchard at the Olympic Club of New 
Orleans on the night of Sept. 5. Jimmy 
Carroll, Fitzsimmons’ manager, has a plan 
which if put into execution will completely 
upset the plans of the two pugilists and prob- 
ably terminate in Fitzsimmons meeting Jim 
Hall, his conqueror, and settling the question 
of supremacy between them. Carroll, for 
publication, said: ‘‘I have been thinking se- 
riously over the proposed match between 
Fitesimmons and Pritchara, and I have come 
to the conclusion that it would be an unwise 
policy to sign the articles of agreement as 
matters stand. Yesterday at a late hour I 
received an offer ofa fifteen weeks’ engage- 
ment tour through the West which means 
many thousands of doilars tous. I have not 
settled upon it yet, but will make up my mind 
definitely to-day.’’ Just at this juncture a 
communication was received from Richard 
K. Fox, who is the general agent of the 
Olympic Club, which stated that the club 
would like to ascertain whether Carroll would 
sign the articles ornot, as they wished to 
cable word to Ted Pritchard. 

Carroll read the communication and said: 
**Rob will not fight Ted Pritchard, and I will 
not sign the articles unless Pritchard throws 
up his match with O’Brien, and immediately 
sails for this country. Pritchard has had 
many chances of coming to this country be- 
fore, but he has always had some excuse for 
not sailing. We do not propose to lose money 
for the sake of his disappotntng us. If he 
does not want to come to this country, and if 
any responsible club on the other side will 
offer the same purse and our expenses, why, 
Fitzsimmons will fight him across the water. 
Ifthese propositions cannot be agreed to, I 
will sign for our tourthrough the country 
and deciare the match off.’’

Blind. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., May 12.—At 7:30 o’clock 
on the evening of Tuesday, the 10th inst., the 
doors of the Arkansas School for the Blind 
were thrown open tothe public. It was the 
occasion of the annual concert and entertain- 
ment given by the pupils of the institution. 
The fact that long before the time of begin- 
ning the exercises the large entertainment 


hall was densely packed with visitors, 
proved how much the institution is prized by 
the citizens of Little Rock. 

The exercises were begun by an opening 
prayer, after which an Interesting musical 
programme of fourteen numbers, consisting 
of vocal music, piano solos, Violin solos and 
quartettes, and some very nice selections 
rendered by the orchestra of the school. 

A class of twenty small children in their 
kindergarten songs and games gave an ex- 
hibition equal toany ever given by children 
with two good eyes. 

After the presentation of medals for pro- 
ficiency in declamation and music, of which 
there were four, the visiting friends were re- 
quested to proceed to the gymnasium to wit- 
— the exercises of the classes in gymnas- 

cs. 

This department is under the direction of 
Prof. Hinchee, who is deserving of much 
pease for the degree of perfection to which 

e has brought his pupils. 

To see the boys vaulting, Jumping, turning 
and swinging one could hardly believe they 
were without sight. 

A class of forty girls, all wearing neat blue 
uniform dresses, then gave some very inter- 
esting drills. lo the sound of the plano, 
played by one of ‘the pupils, these girls 
marched intothe hall carrying wands. At 
the commands of their instructor they 
went through the’ evolutions of a very 
pretty drill, afterwards filing out of 
the hall, their faces beaming with pride and 
happiness at the storm of applause that 
showe hem their efforts to please and do 
were ¢ reciated. Twice more they came 
out, once with Indian ciubs and next with 
dumb-bells. Atthe words of command they 
took their positions with the promptness and 
precision of a military company, and then 
for thirty minutes) they gave adrill that 
showed their training and proved to the 
spectators how implicitly these blind girls 
trusted their preceptors, for they had only 
the orders of their teacher to guide them 
and there was notaciash noran awkward 
movement in the entire performance. 

Dr. Dyer, who has} charge of the school, is 
very enthusiastic inthis work and takes great 
pride in exhibiting the handiwork of his 
pupils in the making of harness, bridles, 
whips, etc. 

The different members of the faculty are 
all deserving of praise in their good work. 
Especially is this the case in the’ music 
classes, for several jof the pupils have at- 
tained quite a proficiency in their studies. 

No one should lose an opportunity of visit- 
ing this school when in Little Rock, for there 
is a cordial welcome for all from the doctor 
and his corp of assistants.
